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Perform radiological imaging to identify targeted tissue 
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Insert the cutting device through a skin incision 
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Position the cutting device adjacent to the targeted 
tissue such that the distal end of the probe is distal to 
the targeted tissue relative to the skin incision 
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Energize and expand the loop 
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Further expand the loop such that the loop will 
completely encircle the targeted tissue 
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Retract the probe 
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Retract the loop when the loop is proximal to the 
targeted tissue and terminate energy to the loop when 
fully retracted 
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
